GOUERNiriT IS NOT CONSULTED 



Says Dangerous Agitation Is Aroused 
,^Among Peasants by Speeches 
•!,.• .. in House .. | 



St. Petersburg, May '23.-^Prem'let' 

Stolypin caused a sensation In tho 
lov.-er Iiouso of nnrliament today by 
unexpectedly announcing that a seri- 
ous conflict existed between the iwuso 
and tho government, and scored an 
effective point by showing that tho 
agrarian committee of the bouse had 
proceeded to solvo the whole agrarian 
problem withotit consulting with any 
representative of the government. Tho 
Premier concluded by announcing that 
tlifc forcible expropriation of hrnd could 
not bo permitted, and warning the 
House that speeches exciting the peas- 
ants were beginning to cause a danger- 
ous agitation in tlio provinces, which 
the government was determined to re- 
strain. 

Th'e . premier declared that the 
A grartan : committee, -of . tho house 
jBsterdaytT'had^vforriiallir^'aabpte^^ 
principlo of forcible expropriation' , of 

land without waiting to ascertain the 
government's attitude. It was - the 
premier's duty therefore to onllghton ' 
tlio deputies. Fundamental principles 
maintained by the government had 
been disregarded. An openly revolu- ' 
tienary ton" marked most of tha 
speeches, and Insults iiad been aimed 
at tho goveVntnent. Continuing, the 
premier said that the Agrarian pro- 
gramme of the committee left the var- 
ious parties In tho house In Irrecon- 
cilable positions toward each other, and 
toward ..the.; government If tho prln- 
cipJe'bf'|orcible'"oxpropriation of land v 
■were permitted- to prevail, a social up- 
heaval, of which history, would not be . 
ablo to show a parallel, would be- pre- 
cipitated. 

M. Stolypin characterliied' the Con- 
stitutional Democrats' Agrarian iiro- 
gramme as being milder and more 
gradual than that of tho Radicals, but 
he said the same principle, tho under- 
mining of the riglits of property, was 
hidden at tho bottom. Furthermore, 
the Constitutional Democratic price, 40 
declatlno (2.70 acres) was unreason- 
ably low and ruinous to the landown- 
ers. Ho heartily welcomed the pro- 
posal of the Constitutional Demo- 
crats to let tho peasants decide 
whether communal ownership should 
bo maintained or abolished, although 
ho scouted tho argument that the for- 
cible expropriation of .';.iand -.was in- 
evitable, pointing outt.thatv the present 
availnblo Government' reserve of larid 
was inadequate to appease the land 
liunger. In conclusion tho premier! 
warned tho houso that some of .the I 
speeches made bad excited tho pea- ' 
sanfs and wore beginning to cause a 
d.angerons agitation In tho provinces, 
wliich the Government was determined 
to restrain, adding: "Tho radicals long i 
for a mighty upheaval. We yearn ta i 
build up a mighty Russia."

— Tho members of 
the Royal Society of Canada are much 
interested In a reported discovery In 
Paris by M. Paul do Gazes, of Quebec, 
of a map o£ Quebec In 16U5, which 
purports to tiirow 8omo,now light up- 
on tho mucti dobated-iisubject of tho 
real place of burial' oi; ' Samuel do 
Chaniplain. the founder of Queboc. 

This map seems of unusual interest, 
bccau.so tho first authentic map ^ of 
Quebec in tho^.'lloa^O^Slo^li^^^^^ 
Inion archives branch flS '-^jjated 1660. 
Tho discovery of H.>''^do' .Cazes was 
submitted to Dr. A. a.-'DoiiBhty. Do- 
minion archivist, to . Mr. Benjamin 
Sultu, of Ottawa, and to'Mr. J. E. Roy, 
o£ Levis. They- all declined to accept 
the map aa a«tncntie; Their chief ob- 
jection was that it was unsigned and 
might easily -liavo bedn drawn by 
soino irresponsible person from auth- 
outie maps. 

As to tho map throwing any fresh 
light upon the place of burial of 
Chaniplain. tho historians lay stress 
upon tho fact that Cliamplaiii dleti on 
Chri.stmas clay, IGSS, and that it was 
not lit all lilioly that any cartograph- 
er would have been in such a hurry. -as 
to prepare a map within, tho week 
which elapsed prior to the end of tho 

'^^M. do Castes has not completed the 
monograph found upon the result of 
his Investigations in Paris, where he 
located tho plan in question in tho 
Depnrtmcnt of Marine. When ho does 
he nuiv have fresh data upon the 
riufsllon. llnlil then tho men best 
fluallllod to speak upon tlie iiolnl pre- 
fer to reserve their opinion for publi- 
cation, simply stating now that tho 
probabilitlos aro much against the 
iiiaj) being of real historic value or as 
llirnwing frosh light upon the much 
disi)uiod point of-wjiero . Champlaln 
was really tmrlcd. The question is af- 
ter all only an historical one, becaiusc 
It is generally understood that tho rc- 
nmliis of Chaniplain. like those of 
other early French Rovernors of Quo- 
hoc, were iransforctl to tlio Cathedral.

It i.s said 
that, the Eastern Coal company, who 
have part IntoresL - in the ship, will 
liavQ a screw propeller fitted at one 
pnd of her and utilize her as a coal 
barge.

CUT HIS THROAT 

Suicide of An Elderly Stranger at 
West Seattle 

Seattle, May 23. — An unidentified 
man, apparently Bo or 70 years of ago, 
hilled liimseic at AVcst Seattle last 
night by cutting his throat with a 
pocket Itnlfe. The knife was Jabbed 
Into the' throat and \.^,theni-;, turned 
aroimd until it made a 'giiB|(t]y|>vound. 
In tho struggle that evldehtly"onsuod 
prior to death, the knife fell from the 
wound and was found' lying alongsldo 
the body. 

Tho man's body was discovered 
along the side of a road that leads up 
tho West Seattle hill from the ferry 
landing at an early liour this morn- 
ing by persons who were starting tor 
tho early fcrrv. There was notliing 
to indicate the cause of suicide. 

On tho back of a meal ticket issued 
by the Klondike restaurant, 105 Wash- 
ington street, Seattle, was written the 
name, "P. l-'urloy," which may be the 
name of the dead man. Several Seattle 
Artificial Limb . company's business 
cards^ were "found in his pockots and 
on. r one; of these was 'written tho ad- 
dross, 919 Lane street. 

Many residents of West Seattle 
viewed the body but nunc had ever 
seen the man. llo was about five 
leet and eight inches tall and weigh'ed 
about ]:]0 puuials. He had gray hair, 
moustache and beard and wore a cor- 
duroy coat and vest, dark striped 
trousers, a cap and boots. 

When the bodv was first discovered 
the news was sent to Seattle that it 
was a murder. Uetective Adams and 
Corbott chartered a launch and hur- 
ried to West. Seattle. A hurried in- 
vestigation left no doubt that death 
was by suicldo. The body has been 
removed to the Bonnoy-Wllson com- 
pany morgue In Seattle;

Offer of Supply from American Side- 
Many Requests 

Toronto, May 23. — The Hydro-Elcc- 
trlc I'ower commission has received an 
offer from the New Y''ork & Ontario 
Power company for 9. supply of elec- 
tric, energy to serve tho city of King- 
ston and a number, of points further 
east.' The compahy has a plant at 
Waddlngton, on the New York side 
of the river St. Lawrence, tlio capacity 
of which Is about 33,000 liorso power, 
and they have been granted permis- 
sion by tho authorities of New York 
state to export energy to the Cana- 
dian sido. Port .Arthur also wants 
3,000 hoi-so power of eka-trlcal energy 
and has roquestcd the coniniission to 
furnish it with that aniounl. Tho 
commission is now In negotiation with 
several jirlvate concerns for the sup- 
ply, and It is h.oiiod that satisfactory 
arrangements will bo made almost at 
once. 

Hon. Adam I3ock, chalnnan of tho 
Hydro-Electro Power commission, hiii< 
gone to New 'Yorki from where ho will 
KHll- for England.

The composition of Victoria's new 
parks board has been settled except 
for the I'onnal r.itltication of the ap- 
pointment of iMe.-isrs. John Arbuthiiot 
h\ B. Pemberton, George 'Wllkerson 
and John Nelson, the four men who 
have been. selecti;d as members to act 
with: tho. three reiircsentatives of the 
city council, tho mayor, the chairman 
of finance and the chairman of tho 
streets, bridges and sowers committee. 
All four of tho appolntooa have either 
already accepted or have signified 
their Intention of doing so. 

Until tho board has taken onice 
whicli cannot bo, ■ according to the 
rules of civic government^ until after 
a week from next Monday night, It Is 
impoHsllile to secure an outline of 
what the board Intends in the way of 
park iiiiprovoinent. One of tlio iiros- 
pectU'o members of the new board dis- 
cussing the matter yesterday said that 
the board would proceed wdth what 
work could be undertaken with siie- 
cess tills year. One of the first mat- 
ters to come ir^ would Iju tho fittl!i„ 
up of the new recreation ground In tlie 
northern, portion of tho cltv, generally 
known as North Ward Park. The 
land for this park was purchased last 
year, but no steps have yet been talc 
towards improvlng^:it'i,r>J:.Onc. of the 
main duties of the -board this year, 
however, would bo the. preparation of 
some deflnate and systematic T)ian for 
tho improvement of the parks instead 
of going at the matter haphazard. 
Only in this way could the work of the 
board give that measure of success 
that was expected of it. 

Discussing tlio questkin of tho park 
In tho northern part of the city a man 
who takes an Interest in civic affairs 
said yesterday that so far no name 
iiad been selected for it. The name 
of North Ward park was a misnomer, 
for thoro was no north ward in the 
city at present. He suggested that the 
park bo n.T.mcd either Queen Alex- 
andra or her late Majesty Queen Vic- 
toria. Ho also'.suggeated as an alter- 
native to cither ,,' of these , the name 
Empress, park; but at the sanio time 
he pointed out tliat might -bo more 
or less confusing, owing to tho fact 
that the C. P. R. has adopted that 
name for Its new liotel, around which 
tlicre will be quite an area of lawn, 
cqusl in size to many a public park.

ple. Yestcrdaj- was "Empire Day":

ciate, the imperial idea from the 
Twenty- I'^ourtli, and wo ought not to 

tiCOk to do HO. 

One of the things, which this day 
ought to Impress upon our minds is 
that with the privileges of the Empire 
hero come its responsibilities. . If wo 
eii.io.v tlie former, we- must not Shirk 
the latlor. How best we can dis- 
charge thoni is a matter upon wlileh 
differences oL opinion may properly ex- 
ist, but if wo nil recognize tlie duty, 
wiilcli goes witii the privlloge, we' may

"\Vo concede lliat these arc perfectly 
lair questions, and that as a paper, 
which has expressed its approval of 
Mr. r.tcBrido's course, we are bound 
to answer them. Frankly the Colonist 
cherishes the liope that the Colonial 
Office will make some suggestion to 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and .Mr. McBride 
In accordance with which they can 
come to an understanding.

It Victoria 
had been represented by a Conserva- 
tive, tho Dominion government would 
either not have taken out ; the mud, or, ■ 
having taken if out, would" have sent 
it out to sea. Wo take leave to doubt 
the proposition. AVo are under tlio 
impression that under any circum- 
stances whatever, of a political na- 
ture, tho Dominion government would 
have assented to the request of the 
city and caused the mud to bo placed 
where it would do some good. Mr. 
Sorby ;!<iellaj_^.us;.jt^^^^^^ 
has' been "i"nVtruiTientaI ln" " g^^^ a 
scheme of iiarbor improvement adopt- 
ed. By this are wo to understand 
that the exceedingly reasonable prop- 
ositions ■ subptltted by Mr. Sorby and 
the association, of which he is the 
very energetic secretary, would not 
have been regarded with f'.vor, if this 
city had been represented by a Con 
servative? The same observation 
applies to the appropriation for the 
new dredge, to which our correspond- 
ent refers. Tlioso niattcr.s aro simply 
things of ordinary routine; they are 
the sort of things that are done for 
every constituency In the country, and 
wo arc glad to say arc done witliout 
regard to the political complexion of 
constituoncios, as a rule. St. John 
has been represented for some time 
past by a Conservative, but this-' has 
not caused tJio Dominion government 
to abate one jot or tittle of its exTien- 
diture in connection with that harbor, 
or to refuse to authorize works which 
are not matters of routine. The de- 
fenders of our representatives are un- 
wise and over-zealous, ■ They would 
have the people of Victoria think that, 
but for the fact that during the last 
two parliaments Victorhi has boon 
represented by Liberals, all public 
works would have stopped.

He 
is a resident of Victoria and- a prop- 
erty owner here. • He is interested 
In evcrythins that will contribute to 
the progress of tho city, and surely 
tho fact that he has shown an inter- 
est In the projecti; for, which Mr; Sorby 
has worked so unflagglngly for more 
than a decade, will hardly bo regard- 
ed as a very meritorious act from a 
political point of view. Moreover he

'are asiteS' to^'recOgjiiz worthy' 
of special commendation because of the 
fact that he has interested himself in 
a matter of this kind, wo are as- 
sumed to suppose that under, normal 
conditions a representative is riot un- 
der any obligation to concern lilmself 
in such matters at all. Wc arc very 
sure \ that If Mr. Templeman were 
asked, lie would himself, say that- he 
only did what was required of him In" 
tho ordinary routine of his duty as 
representative in eacli and cver.v one 
of the matters referred to, and the 
Colonist has not suggested that in re- 
spect to the ordinary ro'utlno duties 
devolving upon him as our represen- 
tative lie lias been waiitliic:. 

Mr. Sorby and those who .speak as 
he does put the Dominion Bovemnient 
In a light which is not a very compli- 
mentary one. They seek to create 
the impre.-ision that the government 
will not consider even matters of or- 
dinary departmental routine unless 
they are urged upon its attention by 
the representatives of constituencies, 
wliicli have olocted LIberai.s to the 
House of Commons. AVe 'shall decline, 
without further proof, to accept such 
a view of the position taken by the 
Dominion govornmont in respect to 
I "on.servativc constituencies. It will 
be a sad day for Canada when such 
a rule prevails in tjie administration 
of the country's affairs.

ABOUT BUTTER 

Yesterday the Coloni.sL had a para- 
graidi from New AN'eslminster slating 
among otiier tilings that tho Royal 
City was running short of supplies 
and tliat butter was from 35 to 40 
cents a pound. Now we are not go- 
ing to say a wurd ;ilioiit tin- price of 
butter, except that, at the prices which 
prevail in this province, dairy farniing 
intelligently condueted ought to be a 
fine business. AVhal wo are going 
to speak of is the extraordinary thing 
that there should lie a short.-igo of but- 
ter .at Now AVestniinster, in viev.' of 
tiio fact that it Is situated almost in 
the very heart of the finest dairying 
region In tho world. This province 
Imports butter from as far east as 
AVinnipeg and as f.ar .south as Auslra- 
iia, and yet wo ;ulverlise to tho world 
that we have, as in point of fact is ac- 
tually tho case, an Ideal dairying 
countr.v. AVhat i.s tlio reason of this? 
Wo think one reason is to be sought 
in the fact tliat llio number of I'ann- 
ors, in this province, who cuHiv;ito 
tho soil on business prlnolple.s, is ver\' 
small ill iiroiiortion to tho poimlatlon 
Tlio proprietor of ono of tlio largest 
farms in !lio country was hoard to 
complain last year tliat he had yet 
or. hand tho greater jxirt of tlui hay 
cut during the proviou.-; ye;ir. lli? 
argued from this that farniing did not 
pay in Hriti.sh Coiunibia, and tiiere- 
foro that to bring more farniors Into 
tho province to iirodiice more hay 
would bo !!, iiiislakcn polic.s". Ho did 
not think for ono moment that the 
fault was In himself, and consisted in 



the fact that he was content to sell 
hay, instead of converting It Into but- 
ter, cheese and beef. In his partic- 
ular case, ho did not caro for tho rou- 
tine work of a farm, preferring to 
live Jn the city and get rid, of his 
produce with a minimum of trouble. 
Therefore he was not^ a fair sample 
of a British Columbia farmer, al- 
though he was one of the wealthiest 
of them. 

Dairying farming would revolution- 
ize British Columbia, ugrlcuiture. It 
is the ono thing mostly needed, bo- 
cause it lies at the base of all success- 
ful farming on a.; scale of any magni- 
tude. The man who -'cultivates from 
five to ton acres U more of a gard- 
ener than a farmer, or perhaps ho 
would bo better described as a fruit- 
raiser, or poultry-raiser or by what- 
ever name most correctly represents 
the class of work in which he is en- 
gaged. AVo are .speaking about men 
wlio cultivate a sufficient area to be 
able to keep a few cattle. To such 
wo say that the exiierience of all parts 
of North America, where certain spe- 
cial lines are not the main feature of 
farming, such as wheat, cotton or 
tobacco growing, is that dairying is 
tho best foundation upon whicli a 
farmer can build successfully. .The 
man who sells his hay and grain, sells 
raw products only; the man who. sells 
butter, and the other tilings which can 
be inarivcted in the way of by-products 
is selling finished articles. In every 
industry tlie great profit is In the fin- 
islied article, and in the case of the 
dairy farmer ho has the advantage of 
himself iiroducing botli the raw ma- 
terial and the finished product, as well 
as having the benefit of all "by-prpW 
duct. • ■ . - ■ . 

In these days of co-operative dairy- 
ing tlie work of butter-making no 
longer falls upon the members of tho 
household, Ivho are. ttiiis relieved of 
what It must be, admitted Is quite a 
serious tasit, where any number of 
COW'S are kept. The quality of the 
butter Is also uniform, which, as we 
all know, la; a great advahtagiB. i. Cer- 
tain of our creameries produce but- 
ter, which occupies a fixed place In 
tile market. AA'hen butter is made 
at homo, It is rarely possible to keep 
the quality uniform, and even where 
it is, the quantity produced on any one 
farm is not sufficient to give it a 
standard place in tlie public taste. For 
this among other reasons, co-operative 
dairying .is an Innovation ^hich Is in- 
creasing In popularity all the 'time. 
Tlicrcforo when wo speak of the dc- 
slraliillty of a great expansion of 
dairying in this province, the refer- 
;enc0;s-''=ls' .tcn^ ieo-epemtlyo-"d^rylng, 
wherever It . Is"^ieasli)le. ' ' ' 

A farm, where tho production of 
butter is regarded as the principal aim 
may yield a larger profit from the by- 
jproducta thaa* front- the butter itself. 
Among these'-'ai'd Tfogs,'" poultry, cialvos 
and iieef cattle. It would surprise 
some of our yestcrn farmers to know 
what is done in this way by some of 
their eastern, brptlierfc. ".; Tlie -cditoc of 
the Maine Farmer, "Dr. ""Twltchell, ono 
of tho most able men In his line on 
tho continent, and "one who liad test- 
ed by experience the truth of the 
principles which* he 'taughti used to 
deliver a series of lectures on the by- 
products of dairy farming, in wliieli 
lie included not only the things above 
named, but also horse-raising, fruit- 
growing and in short almost every- 
thing that can be grown or raised I 
upon a farm. In tlie state of ;\lainp, | 
where he published .such ideas to the 
people for nearly a quarter of a cen- 
tury, tliere are to be found prosper- 
ous farmers, who labor- under adverse 
conditions in the matter of .soil, cli- 
mate and prices to whic-li F.ritish Col- 
umbia farmers are strangers. De- 
pend upon It, dairy farming, conducted 
on right lines, means 'more to British 
Columbia than any of us can readily 
imagine. ' . ■

GIANT BALLOONS 

In looking through the fascinating 
records of balloonini?, one is strucli; 
by the fact that there Is scarcely a 
.Binglo record of our own day which 
had not been completely overshadow- 
ed^years before. by some of our present 
a^Toiiaat's were cradled. 

How Insignificant, for Instance, the 
, largest of the balloons which took part 
In- tlib recent race from Paris would 
look by the side of Nadar's Lo Giant 
which caused such a senh^ation in 
Paris 43 years ago. Tln.s monster 
J)aUoon contained u\ijr liOO.OOO cubic 
leet of gas — was so gigantic, in fact, 
that half a dozen tair-slzed suburban 
villas could have been placed in its 
interior; but more remarkable 'still 
was its car, wliicli was a. perfect mod- 
el of a two-storey cottago in wicker 
■lyorlv, wltli a printing olfice, photo- 
graphic room, refredhment room, a 
lavatory, and so on, and carried 13 
passengers. On Us second ascent, this 
leviathan covered a distance of 400. 
nrUes, In: 17' h6urs, being, dragged the 
last seven miles over the ground be- 
fore it could he brought to a .stand- 
f^tlll. 

Xor was the "Giant" by any inean.s 
Uir; largest ballnnu of llio^^o distant 
years. Xot many months later it 
^vas cnmplctely ci'liiised liy lOugenn 
Godard'a Ih'e balloon of nearly nOO.OOO 
cubic feet capacity, which made two 
ascents in .Iul\', ISfil. Tlio air in tliis 
balloon \vas heated by an enormous 
Stove,- the furnace of whicli wa.s fod 
bj^ bundles of straw. Nino yr'arn later, 
too, a balloon of 400,000 cubic feet and 
capable of lifting 100 persons was 
made.for Mr. Wis?, who vainly hoped 
to crops the-Atlantlc in It. It was Mr. 
"Wise, by the way, wlio, as long ago 
as. 1859, .made tlie |-ecord balloon 
journey of l.lliO mile.-;, a distanoo 
which seems hojielos.siy ln-yonil tlic 
reacli of the aornnauts of today. 

Ver.v intcresiting and, in many casps, 
thrilling, are the stories of tlios(^ ohl- 
tlme aseeiits v.iien bailonniiig was in 
its infane.\-, fi-om which it .-:eems 
scarcely y<-t Id lia\-c i>nUT;;e(i. On 
July 29, 1S2S, a, darlnBT aeronaut, Tvii-. 
Green, niadi- an .aseeiil from tiie f;i- 
mous Englo tavern, in the City road,' 
London, as.trldo of a pony, and oame 
. safely to . earth again at TJeckenham. 
His- experience was more happy tlinn 
that of M. Poltovin, who was .dropped 
.with his horse In the sea pfC, Malaga, 
and narrowly escaped drowning; or 
than that of Lieut. Gale, who lost his 
life In a similar eriuestrian perform- 
ance. 

It Is interesting lo note thai wlion 
Lunardl made tlie very (lr.-;t ascent 
from London In 17S1, lie had for fel- 
low-pas.sengors a cat, a dog and a 
pigeon. Such was the excitement 
caused by this ascent tluit a Jury, de- 
liberating on the fate of a crlinlntil. 
returned a hasty verdict of acquittal 
In order not to miss the spectacle.

BOYS' CENIRAL SCHOOL 



Pupils Acquit Themselves Well 
in Exercises— Mayor Mor- 
ley's Address 



The ■ Pemberton gymnasium was 
crowded yesterday morning with the 
children of tho fioy's Central school, 
their .'parents and friends. Tho occa- 
sion was an I, Empire Day -eViterlain- 
nient prepared by tho boys with the 
assistance of l.hclr teachers. A meri- 
torious programme, appropriate in 
every resjiect, was rendered. It is 
scarcely ade(|uate to say that the af- 
fair was a success. That term may bo 
applied to so many things whicli could 
cfiual, in no way, the splendid per- 
formance nf the youths iitteudlng tho 
Central school. They entered into the 
cliorus witli the spirit of the "Briton," 
as one of the spealters remarked 1n 
the course of a'n address. And their 
singing as well as tlieir reciting show- 
ed tho results- of careful training. 

Trustee Mrs;', Jenkins occupied the 
chair. She opened the proceedings by 
delivering a neat address. Then fol- 
lowed the rendition of the Maple Leaf 
bv the whole school. A recitation 
"i'^niplro I'^lrst" by Arthur Maynard 
was accorded cntliuslasllc applause, 
as were also recitations by Reginald 
McKeon, Percy Spri'nkling and J.ack 
Dowler. Oi the choruses the best, 
wltliout a doubt, was that termed 
"Britons All Todav." It was render- 
ed with a /.est which lent just tho 
needed dash to carry it off to perfec- 
tion. Ill It tlie boys' voices were 
heard to advantage. They blended 
boautiruily, tho delicate 'treble pecu- 
liar to youth sounding Indefinably 
sweet as tho notes swelled through 
tlio auditorium. Mr. Binns, wlio was 
responsible for tho musical training 
wlilcli the boys i-ecelved, is to be co'n- 
gratulated. Tho outburst of applause 
with which the mention of his name 
l>y Principal Dean was greeted was 

well llcsOl'Vr'll. 

Perhaps the feature of the. eiiter- 
lainmeut was an addros:; by Ills Wor- 
ship :\Iavor Morley. The hiUer, rn.r.i 
the outset, put hiuisclf en rapport 
with Ills hearer.-?. He placed himself 
on their own plane and held their at- 
tention by adopting the tone of tho 
con vers atfonalist a)nd not that of tho 
orator. Ho told' them of their duties 
to themselvesvand to their country. 
Tlie importance of the home life was 
dwelt upon briefly but emphatically. 
As soon as tlie growing generation 
began to liold parental Influence as 
nothing and to go In for cigarette 
smoki:ig and such nuisiiits tlit-ln would 
the greatness of the Rrltl.-li Natioh 
decline. He impressed U))on the boys 
a sense of their responsibilities. Tho 
school system of Caiinda, he said, was 
not as conducive as that of the Old 
Country, as it existed some yca.rs ago, 
to tlio development offt I'lidependencc. 
Tiien they severed their. -, connection 
with homo llnOuence when mere chil- 
dren and: louglitiJithelr, own battles 
from the start. Now it was different. 
They left for home immediately after 
stud"lea. That was alright. There was 
nothing better' ..than the homo nor 
nothing more natural than the solici- 
tude of the parents as to the welfare 
of tlieir offspring.-, Hut he warned the 
bovs not to run to their folks with 
stories of their hardships. They should 
light them nionc and, if moinontarlly 
gctti'ng the worst of it, wait until tho 
opportunity presented , Itself to get 
even. That was the Scotch spirit and 
It was the spirit whlch'made men. 
, . The Mayor.alsQ spoke of the neces- 
sity of loyalty.. Tliere was more com- 
prised lii that expression than many 
realized. The boys should be lo.val to 
their country. Witiiiii a few years, a 
very few years, llicy would be called 
on "to assume tho places now occu- 
pied by the grown men and women, 
their mothers and fatliers. Tlierefor<! 
they could sen that there would be 
important duties for them to jierforni. 
It would he their iirivilege to assume 
co'ntrol of the greatest Kmpire of the 
World Thev should remember Ibl.-i 
and so dircc't their- lives that when 
the time came they would be prcjiar- 
cd to t.ike tho rcsponslbllltlos on their 
shoulders and, th' 80, doilig, .'not only 
maintain tho Natloh'.on the level al- 
roiidy attained bu£ elevate It to a 
much higher plahe.. He reminded the 
children of the fate of the Roman 
I'^mpiro. Through the energy and the 
foresiglit nf its citizens it had placed 
it.self In (he forefront of tho Old 
World, it had become easily tho pre- 
dominating inlluence. Reaching that 
stage the Rcmians had becinie Indif- 
feronl. had given llieiiiselves over to 
;il! fiiniis ef vice. 'I'lien. having for- 
gntten th.-ii' responsibilities, began 
the decay of the foundation of their 
Kmpire. lie hoped that the young 
Rrltoiis iiresc-'nt would hold this be- 
fore them as an example and e\er 
struggle to faithfully and straight- 
forwardly perform all the duties im- 
posed upon them In whatever splien-. 
of life Ihev might be called <in to fill. 

The llberlv of the citl/.en niid.'i' 
British Institutions had often been 
spolcen of. Dhl the boys understand 
what that meant'.' Perhaps some did 
not. However he only wished to point 
oul to them that a;iiy nf tliose present 
inlRlit iitlaia anv iKisillnn from Pre- 
mier of I he Impin-lal C.nvernnient 
down the sc;ile. Siin-ly that was a 
broad enough seoiie for endeavor. All 
that was needed was effort and he 
was sure that the boys before him, all 
staunch Britons, would not bo back- 
ward in striving. 

There wn« one more point, name.y, 
lovalty to Godly principle. He did not 
mciiln to preaclt but ho thought this 
Involved' everything.- If the boy.s did 
evervthlng which tlieir Intuition told 
them was right and avoided all that 
conscience oondenined they would be 
made snnieient strong to bear the 
brunt of life's battle, making them- 
selves a credit and a. strength to the 
Nation. (Enthusiastic applause). 

Principal IJean tlie'n made a few 
announcements. He spoke of a, shield 
which had been presented to the 
school stating that It was the Inten- 
tion to organi'/.e a competition next 
term. It would bo In the form of 
essays , based on , submitted subjects. 
The o:ie writing, this ibest composition 
would have his Inamo enrolled on the 
shield, an honor which he was .sure 
would he generally appreciated. He 
ll^en told of the sports lield yesterday 
afternoon, ouUining tlie arrangements 
and concluding with the expression of 
a liope that the children would enjoy 
tlie holiday. The latter remark elicit- 
ed bolsieroiia enthusiasm.

Tho committee appointed to arrange 
for a fruit and lloral exhibit from this 
section of Vancouver Island at the 
Winnipeg exposition, which wlU bo 
lieid in July, Is making good progress. 
From what can be gatliored, it has 
been found that the original estimate 
of the cost of the undertaldng was 
somewhat boiow the expenses in- 
volved. However, those in charge do 
not Intend to permit this fact to in- 
terCcro with their plans. They feel 
assured that the necessary funds will 
be available; in fact, many citizens 
have endorsed tho scheme and prom- 
ised linanolal' assUtance. should it be 
needed. Tlier'eford everything possible 
Is being done to' arrange'fbr: a display 
which will be a credit to the districts 
adjacent to Victoria in every respect. 
Tiioso interestod are maicing their 
prei)aration3 guided by the belief that 
it is belter to mako a strlldng show- 
ing, to enter an exiiibit which wlU at- 
tract wldespruad atLuiitlon, than to 
put in a <liHplay which would likely bo 
glanced at indittorently by visitors. 

Tho other day Kenneth Duncan, 
secretary of the Cowlchan .Agricultural 
association and a member of the 
aforementioned committee, was in the 
city. Asked his opliilon of tho pro- 
posal to forward an exhibit -from tho 
Island to Winnipeg, ho stated that 
there could bo no doubt lhat it would 
be an admirable way of udvortlshig 
this section througliout tlvo Northwest. 
He was sure that tho ranchers of the 
fertile valley in tho vicinity of the 
town of Duncan would enter into tho 
project very lieartlly. As far as ho 
knew all sympathized with it, and 
would do ovcrytliing In their power 
to assist in making it an unqualifled 
success. 

Dr. Duncan concurred in the 'view 
that it would be better not to send 
away anyr'ejdiibit than to compile one 
which would not bff creditable. And 
he tliought it exceedingly important 
that it should Ijo made thoroughly rop- 
rosontative. Each of tlie agricultural 
districts wbicli might bo said to bo 
anj'wlioro in llio nolgliborhood of AMc- 
torla, or, rather, included in tho south- 
ern part of tho Island, he thought 
should contribute. Providing .such a 
policy was piirsued, he was sure that 
a splendid exhibit of fruit, as well as 
flowers and shrubbery, would be se- 
cured. There was no doubt tliat the 
finest produce, lioth in respect to size 
and quality, wa.s grown In these sec- 
tlon.s. Tho only question was to ob- 
tain proper specimen?. That, was a 
matter which required. -the attention 
of niombers of the committee, and he 
hoped that It would' be given careful 
consideration. 

Tho iinportanco of advertising this 
part of Vancouver Island, of showing 
the peopio of tho Nortliwcst the po.";- 
.sibllltlcs of tho ootintry from an agri- 
cultural standpoint and, Incidentally, 
giving thcni .some Ido.i, of tho climate 
and scenery, could not bo overestiiri- 
atcd. Tho trend of travel was west- 
ward. It was likely, however, that it

and that was why ho was so inuch In 
sj-mpathy with the movement for tho 
placing of an exhibit at the annual 
expositions of the prairie provinces.

Following Is the London Times' re- 
port of the' apeech of John Kedmona 
In the HouHo of Commons oii May 7tli, 
on . the occasion of the. Introduction o£ 
Mr.. BJrreU'jB Irish council bill: 
. Mr.;'.Redmbrid' admitted that there 
were 'sorrie'' arguments of the loader of 
the Opposition of which ho felt the 
force; but until the bill of the Gov- 
ernment Ava.s in his hands,' until he 
and his colleagues iiad had time to 
consider every portion of tlic ychcme 
and to elicit public opinion with rol'cr- 
enco to it (cheers), no one would ex- 
pect him to offer a doUherate or final 
judgment upon It .it that stage. Ill;; 
mind. went bade tliat afternoon to the 
two previous occasions . of 1886. -and 
1893. .when. .Mr... Gladstone ' (chcjers). 
whose name' would for ever bo asso- 
ciated with the policy of ju.stlce to 
Irelnnd, proposed to solve the Irish 
problem by a full and franlc conces- 
sion of self-government and auto- 
nomy to the Irlsii people. (Cheers) 
Mr. Gladstone's proposals were frank- 
ly accepted as a setticnicnt of the 
Irish demand; but the position today 
was different. (Cheers). What the 
Government offered today was not 
Homo Rule, . neither was it offered as 
Home Rule or as a substitute or alt 
ernative for Home Rule. What the 
Nationalists meant by Home Rule was 
a- freely 'elected Irish Parliament witii 
an Executive Tesponslble to It, tliat in 
the management of all exclusively 
Irish ■ .affairs Irish public opinion 
should be as powerful as the public 
opinion of Canada or Australia in the 
management of Canadian or- Austral- 
Ian affairs. (Cheons). • 
The Irish Claim 
That was the Irisli claim, and they 
based It on historic title and also on 
the admitted failure of the British 
Government in Ireland for the last 100 
years. What Unionist or Conservative 
statesman had gone to Ireland in the 
last 25 year.s to carry out Unionist 
policy who had not frankly admitted 
that the -state of Irish govoriiment 
was impossible to maintain? (Cheers). 
A few months apo Lord Lansdowne 
declared that Dublin Castle was 
anaclironi<3m.;; (CheGrs). The .history of 
British' rule In'rlrelaihd In •the.Jaaf 100 
years had been a. history of famine, 
misery, insurrection, and depopula- 
tion. . But if that rule had. been as 
good as- it had In fact been bad, and 
liad led to the material advancement 
of Ireland, the Nationalist claim 
would remain, resting on the principle 
enunciated by the Prime Jilinister that 
good government could never be a 
substitute for self-government. The 
demand could only be met by full 
trust in tlie Irish people. The half- 
way house was tried in Canada anil 
failed. But autonomy was conceded, 
^an(i,.^the .,'\yarrlng.. races and religions 
r.wereii;' turn6d.V" Into '.tL . great and pros- 
perovis 'nation ' loyal to the Empire. 
(Cheers), "The lesson then learnt had 
been bettered in Australia. Was there 
no significance for Engllsli public 
opinion in the presence in England at 
this moment of General Botlui,? (Loud 
cheers). The principle of trust in the 
people was the only solution of the 
Irisli problem. But the Government 
did not offer sucli a solution, and did 
not pretend to. If tills sclieme were 
offered as Home Rule or ;i substUute 
for it, he .should foci it his duty to 
reject and repudiate it (cheers), and 
not oven consent [ to 'consider its der 
tails. But as' far -;iKs'' he' ''ditderstd'Qd 
it, it was only a' conttnuatloh and de- 
vclopment of that policy which in .a 
lucid moment the Tory party applied 
to Ireland in ISD.S, when tlicy set up 
liiG county councils, (Cheers). In 
this scheme there was no legislative 
potvcrj whatever conferred, and he 
was not in favor of maimed and 
dwarfed legislative powers. He would 
prefer to liavo none. The scliemo gave 
the Irisli people control over the most 
important of those irresponsible 
boards whicli have become a byword. 
It reproduced almost exactly tho or- 
iginal scheme for dealing .with the 
Irish problem put forward -by tlie 
right 'hori^ member, for West Birming- 
ham m 1885. (Cheers); That was or- 
iginally proposed as an answer to tlic 
demand for Home Rule, and as such 
it was promptly rejected, as thi.s 
would be if it wore intended to sat- 
isfy Irish aspirations, or to meet the 
neces.'sitles of the case. But, as It 
was, ho and hi.s friends were Justified 
in .it least looking at the provisions 
of this bill, while maintaining then- 
Home Rule aspirations. The first 
test that he would apply to the 
scheme would be this, bid it give 
genuine and effective control to Irish 
public opinion over thos^ .matters ) of- 
administration, that were referred- to 
the Council? -If .hot, the scheme was 
worse than useless.

testing against tho nominated ele- 
ment. (Cheers). ^ That element was 
objectionable; but wlicn he was told 
(that the object was to g'Jvc some 
larger representation - to .the minority 
■In Ireland wliich entertained suspic- 
ions of tho majority, then he must say 
that he was willing to accept this un«- 
democratic' principle (cheers), or any 
other safeguard which the wit of man 
could devise, consistent with the prin- 
ciples of representative government. 
He had often been accused of declar- 
ing that liLs policy was to put down 
tho Unionist minority In Ireland with 
a strong liand. He had never said 
anything of the kind. He believed 
that tho overwhelming bulk of his 
political opponents' in Irefond were 
honest in their fears, and there was 
no length to which ho would not go to 
meet those fears. . 

Thl^ undemocratic , 'dominated ele- 
ment would, of coursei'iibe?!repudlated- 
by members from a portion' of Ulster, 
who would -say thoy did not want It 
and that it was of no use. The 
majority of the Ulster mombcr.s -were 
in favor of Home Rule (cheers), and 
the more violent of tho Ulster Union- 
ists did not really voice genuine Un- 
ionist opinion. Notwlthsl.'indln.g their 
repudiation, ho was prepared to ac- 
cept this proiiosal as a pledge, at any 
rate, of his good faith, and to say that 
ho was willing In this bill or in any 
Home Rule bill that might 'seeVfthe 
light of day to agree to any conceiv- 
able safeguards in order to sliow that 
the desire of the Irish people was not 
to oppress or to wrong anybod.v. 
(Cheers). Up to a certain point in 
the right hon. gentleman's speecli, ho 
thougiit, that tliat control of tlie coun- 
cil woVild bo absolute and complete. 
Ho did not object to tlie Lord Lieuten- 
ant liaving tlie power of reserving 
tlieso resolutions and of conllrmlng. 
or rescinding them or referring them 
back to .the Assembly, but If he 
understood the right hon. gentloman 
properly, there was apparently, to be 
a power In' the Lord Lle.utenant," In- 
stead of either rescinding or confirm- 
ing or referring back, of simply fil- 
ing them and doing the thing him- 
self in his own way and according to 
his own pleasure. If so, then most 
undoubtedly a power would rest in 
the Lord Lieutenant of interfering 
with and thwarting every single .act, 
largo or small, of this Legislature, 
and in point of fact a linstilo Lord 
Lieutenant might stop the, entire ma- 
chine. - .Surely . that .could/ Jiot be tho 
real lritehtibn'''<>f ' the : CSqVdrnmont. If 
that was --their 'Intention, then ?t de- 
stroyed tho real and genuine cliar- 
acter of the power given to tlio coun- 
cil; if It was not, then he confessed 
that tho bill did apparently give com- 
plete control to tlie council. Was the 
scheme for tho exorcise of these pow- 
ers by the council' a workable -scheme? 
Two Motleis^Pi^eMnted.r;^ 
The Government ' fia'd "^before them 
two models, the national and Parlia- 
mentary model or the municipal mod- 
el. Tho former took the foriu of Min- 
isters charged with the management 
of certain departments and responsi- 
ble directly to tho Assembly; tho lat- 
ter was a series of committees. But 
apparently the Government had halt- 
ed between the two, because, while 
they .said that the work should bo 
done by committees, they - created a 
■chairman of each committee to bo 
nominated by the Crown atid to re- 
ceive a., salary. If, In the 'ordinary 
course of events,:- the- ohfiWm'an . of a 
committee ..would -be'-ln' the position 
of a Minister, he •' would really exer- 
cise the same kind of control over 
his department that the Chief Sec- 
retary was supposed to exercise over 
tlio wliole of tho 45 boards in Dublin 
Castle. If so, ho .submitted that to 
hamper him.- with a committee was 
an embarrassment and .a mischief. 
It would bo far bettor to have one 
man, selected as tho chairman of 
these co.nimittees were to be selected, 
in charge, so far as the Clouncil was 
concerned, of tho working depart- 
ments, and then all^tlje chairmen act- 
ing ^ge.ther co'uld form a sort: of (or- 
ganic body -which would give cohesion 
arid 'stability to the whole work. Ho 
was afraid tho Government had 
shrunk from that for fear the argu- 
ment would bo used against them tluit 
they were really creating .a Ministry; 
but as tho bill stood they were doing 
neither one thing nor the other, .and, 
therefore lie -was most doubtful as to 
whether tho .maclilnery of the com- 
mittees was a woi'kablc machinery. Of 
course. If thb ch.alrman of oornmittees 
were to bo appointed by the Lord 
Lieutenant on the constitutional prin- 
cipio that .thoy-. wei'e.. to,. bo .men repre- 
senting the will for the tlm« - being 
at the majority of the Council, then 
no one would object to tho Crown 
exorcising this power. On the other 
liand; if- these appointments wore to 
be made by thp Lord Lieutenant 
quite irrespective of the opinion of the 
d'ouncil, tlii'n that was a provision 
against -ivhlch he must protest. 
(Cheers). T'iie two hoards of educa- 
tion were to bo .abolished and a de- 
partment was to be put in their plaee 
Was this department to ho created 
by the Lord .Lieutenant, and, if so, 
was it to' be after consultation with 
tho council? Tho same question must 
be asked with regard t'b"tho Irish 
Treasury. The most serious of all 
tho .tests which must bo applied to 
the measure w.is this — Was the fi- 
nance in the measure just to Ireland, 
and was It sufficient for the proper 
working of tho .scheme? Tho whole 
(luestlon really turned upon th;it. Any 
financial scheme put forward under 
this bill must bo considered and dealt 
v.-lth by them without prejudice to 
the great outstanding problr^ni of the 
finanelai relations helweeu (In? two 
countries. On that matter they stood 
on the report of tho Royal Commis- 
sion, which found that .the terms ^of 
the Act of Union were .being: violated 
and that Ireland, sin'co 1853, had been 
overtaxed to tho • extent of between 
two nnd three million."). The finance 
of the 1)111 could only be considered 
-without prejudice to tile larger finan- 
cial iiroMem. If the bill wen^ passed 
tomorro\^' the Irisli N'ation.-ilists would 
continue to press -witl, all llie vigor 
at their eonmiand for a seltlement of 
that larger f|uestlon. If he was to 
understand that the sums of .CSOO,- 
OOn a yo.nv In respect to puljllc woi-Us 
and of .e 114,000 for certain educa- 
tional cliargcs were simply to be paid 
for the next live years and then cease 
ho had to , oxpre48iSthe -.'i;ra.yest dis- 
satisfaction wlth-^the arrangement. 
'A 'Neglected Property" 
It was to be bbriiG In mind that'ln 
dealing with Ireland they , wore deal- 
ing with a neglected propei'ty. Tho 
first thing to be done was to expend 
a considerable ;iniount of money In 
putting the propt-rty in decent repair. 
The want of arterial dralnairi> li-i Ire- 
land had been lield responsible by 
Uoyai C'ommlss-oii jifter Royal Com- 
mission for so-ioiis injury to agri- 
culture, pol.-^nning of the elimatc, and 
causing disease.- .Statesmen liad vari- 
ously estimated the cost of the rem- 
edy at from £3,000,000 to £20,000,- 
noft, So that, having in view this 
arterial drainage alono, and without 
taking into account reclamation and 
afforesta t i(Mi works, harbors, nnd rail- 
roads, the ■ allocation of, .C ,100,000 :i 
year for live years was ludicrously In- 
ade(|iiate. He said tlic same aiiiount 
allowed for cajiital expenillture on 
education. Diii the House reallKo that 



In Ireland tho teachers wore paid loss 
than the policemen? Tho Intermediate 
education of Ireland depended on the 
wlilskey nionej', and the grants for 
intermediate education, in Ireland had 
actually boon reduced bv £12,000 to 
£ 15.000 a year as tho result of a wave 
of .temperance, in that country. If 
there was a settlement of the Irish 
University question, it would not he 
Inconsistent with all that' was now 
being said or done to have the cost 
of that settlement thrown upon the 
Irish Fund. The amount of £050,000 
a year was, therefore altogether in- 
adequate, and ho asked whether tlie 
leader oC the Opposition was not 
playing a little low down In pretend- 
ing that ho thought for one moment 
that the British tiixpayer would pay 
this money. Every penny would conic 
directly from tho taxes paid by tho 
Irish people. Ho feared that the 
|£ 650,000 would / bo mortgaged from 
tho day the measure passed, and that 
It would bo impossible with such an 
smiount to work the schet-ne success- 
fully. The one great service on which 
tliey could realize s.'ivlngs — tho police 
— would not bo handed over. 

Would this scheme, if carried into 
operation, prove a hindrance or an 
aid to Home Rule? Could Homo Rul- 
ers accept It? On 'lie answer to that 
ciuestion their subsequent attitude to- 
wards tho blU'would depend, and that 
question would bo submitted to 'their 
countrj'men at the National Conven- 
tion, which was to be held shortly. 
If this scheme came Into operation 
tomorrow and broke down, tlie break- 
down would bo attributed to tho de- 
fects in tiie character of the people 
and would be taken liy tho English 
people as proof of the incapacity of 
the Irish people for self-government; 
and ho and his colletigues could not 
advise tlieir countrymen to accept 
any scheme which In their honest 
Judgment the»,boiioved would be un- 
workable. (Hear, hear). On tho other 
hand, if they believed the scheme to 
be of such a character as to bo cap- 
able of bolhg worked even with mod- 
orate success, they would regard It 
as an aid to Home Rule. 

Homo Rule Must Come 

At all events, it -would show two 
things — first that the Irisli people 
were not bereft of tlioso qualities 
wliicii liad made 'ilielr race successful 
governors everywhere el.se in the 
world, (ciieers), and It -vvould prove 
their determination not to rest until 
they got the full measure for which 
they were asking. (Cheers). Person- 
ally he 'was most anxious to find In 
this scheme, .if he could, an Instru- 
ment which, while' It" woiild admittedly 
not solve the Irish problem, would at 
any rate remove some of the most 
glaring and palpable causes whicli 
kept Ireland today poverty-stricken 
and liopoiess. It was in that sense 
that his colleagues and he would ."id- 
dress themselves to the serious con- 
sideration of the bill. (Cheers). Ever 
slnco Mr. Gladstone's bill of IS.SG Ire- 
land had been waiting in despair; but 
tlie iiorriblo thing was this, that all 
tho time Ireland had been , so, wait- 
ing there 'hadi'boen';'a paplng ".wound 
in her slde^'-'ahd -'Her '^'on^' had had- to 
stand by helpless while her life-blood 
flowed. Twenty - years of resolute 
government by the party above tho 
gangway had diminished the popula- 
tion of Ireland by a million. (Clieers). 
No man -would take upon himself tho 
.awful rcspon.slbillty of despising and 
putting on one side any device which 
might arrest that diminution, even 
though he believed as he did that 
far different remedies were necessary. 
In Ireland they 'were determined that 
those other reinddies should be applied 
but in the mcalvilmo his colleagues 
and he shrank from/.theirespeSnslbUIty 
of rejecting anythfng. which, after full 
consideration, seemed to their delib- 
erate judgment calculated to relieve 
the sufferings of Ireland and to hast- 
en the day of her full national con- 
valesepce. (Cheers).

A striking testimony to the advance- 
ment In property values, that has taken 
place in Victoria In the past. year is 
afforded by the' Increase In' the assess- 
ment roll for this 'year, tho total of 
which will bo over $3,000,000 greater 
than tlio figures for last year. The 
assessment has been made on a most 
conservative basis, not the slightest 
effort having been made to advance 
last year's figures beyond what the 
new situation In regard to Victoria 
pi'opcrty values -warranted. As might 
be expected, the Increase, I^^^^ chiefly 
to the enHancement'df land values, al- 
though 'new buildings havo contributed 
their quota. 

The figures for tho year fjliow a total 
assessment of .$21,917,570. of wliich 
$13,719,740 represents land values and

ment Is still considerably below what 
It was at thb time of the, boom In 1892.

THE FISHERIES ACT. 

Conjecture as to Whether Amended 
Measure Will bo Mado Effective. 

The possibility of tho British Colum- 
bia Fisheries' Act of 1901, which was 
amended during the recent session of 

tlie provincial legislature, being pro- 
elfiinied a part of the Statutes is caus- 
ing much conjecture. 'i''hls Is especially 
the case among those iiitcroHted l-n the 
fislierics of the pro---:nce. 

It Is not likely, according to informa- 
tion received, from authpritatlyo 'quar- 
ters, that this step will bo taken by 
the provInchU government.. Whether 
the proclamation will bo deferred for 
some time is not known. That Is a 
question which has not been decided 
nnd is not likely to be considered until 
the return of Hon. RIcliard McBrlde, 
premier, of British Columbia, from Lon- 
don. , , ' " 

That some action, in the . direction 
indicated, will be taken by the authorl- 
lles is lalceii a» a matter of course. ,\t 
the late session of the legislature 
st;ilod, tlie act of 1901 was amended 
for tho purjioso of putting It into siicli 
."ihape as to allow Its enforcement with- 
out Interference with other regulations 
of a provincial,, character. Just pre- 
vious to the .opening of th'fe House the 
statement was mado by Premier M^;- 
Brlde that tho executive had agreed to 
make the local fislierics rogulations law, 
that It was the Intention in this way to 
assert provlnclal.rlghts and. to no long- 
er submit to control by the Dominion 
S(>'fCrnment. 

?;.'*jFbr this reason the proclamation re- 
ferred' to has boon awaited with some 
Interest. It is acknowledged that tho 
enforcenieiit of the act of 1901 must 
resul! in a collision lietween the pro- 
vincial .and the federal onactinenl.=, In 
which event the result of the issue 
must decide definitely -whether the 
province or the Dominion is entitled to 
the control of the flsherlcs.

TO CARRY- RAILS. 

Many Japanese Tramps wi I il;Be Busy 
For Next Few Months.' 

During the ne.xt fow months a num- 
ber of steamers chartered by the Jap 
anese government will bo busy carry- 
ing rails and valuable cargoes of steel 
and Iron across the Pacific. Twenty 
million dollars already havq. been , ex- 
pended I'n the United S^os for rail- 
road supplies to be used in tho con- 
struction of the Soutli Manchuria rail 
road, and contracts Involving millions 
of dollars are pending. DoUvorlos of 
rails aro being made, and for tho next 
throo months steamships chartered by 
Japan to carry these. Thousands of 
(lo'lars.-have been' spent In premiums 
to manufacturers for quick deliveries, 
for tho Japanese insist that these rail 
roads must bo built and bo In full 
operation -SN-ithln two years. 

Japan's representatives -vvere told to 
go ahead and get the railroad supplies 
at all costs. Having broken the record 
last February, when thoy purchased 
50,000 tons of steel rails at the Carne- 
gie mills for' $28.50, thoy proceeded to 
break another and -bought 13,000 tons 
of rails for ?2a a ton, with the stipla- 
tlon that tlio delivery must begin next 
month. Steel rail mills had all th 
orders that thoy could attend to until 
late In tho year, but tho Japanese 
agents said that they must have ,tho 
rails and'th6y placed their' orders, 
paying tho highest export prices in 
many years. Over $2,000,000 has boon 
spent -(vlth the American locomotive 
building company, and Japanese agents 
at Washington indicate that ^5,000,000 
will havo to bo spent for'ralls before 
tho railroad in Mancliuria is completed.

Only old-timers . remember ,' Jimmy 
Jones; for ho died in 1882. Many aro 
the tales pioneers tell of him, and not 
tho least Interesting concorna tho 
steamer Jenny Jones. She ran be- 
tween Victoria, Puget Sound and 
Portland in tho early days until Capt. 
Jones became llnanclally embarrassed 
and tho marshal of the Admiralty 
Court took charge of the 'steamer 
while Capt. Jimmy was tlirown Into 
Jail at Victoria by rcacor. of the pros- 
ecution of his creditors. Thoy re- 
monibered a certain adventure In 
which Capt. Jimmy stole away the 
Jonny Jones from . a marshal even 
after tho cylinder heads. had been rc-; 
moved. Not a whit stayed by this 
procedure, ho had made -ivooclen ones 
sufficient to get tho vessel to a for- 
eign port. However, notwithstanding 
close watch was kept, tho mate stole 
tho Jenny Jones and took her to 
Olynipla, whero she was seized by 
other creditors,, and placed in tho 
ninrshal's hands for safekeeping. 

"Jimmy, you're steamer's gono to 
Olympla," a guard, told Capt. J,nmc3 
one morning. 

"Sure," said Capt, Jimmy, "guess I'd 
better go and look after her." 

"Perhaps yo,u had-," said the guard 
laughingly tapping the. bars, "but 
those may be In - the way." 

"Not a bit," answered the optimistic 
adventurer— and ho v/as right. The 
prl.son at Victoria was not too 'se- 
cure 111 tho.se days, and -when a friend 
brouglit ,a parcel for Capt. Jimmy one 
morning he was not Interrupted. That 
parcel contained a woman's gown and 
bonnet. 

"Oh, tho poor man, that Jimmy 
Jones," said an old lady one summer 
morning as a guard, .opened, .the outer 
door for her,-. ''Ell call.^'aildv'see him 
again, he's such! '-.a : line niah" — and 
then the "lady!;.;'fled. . "She" was Capt. 
Jimmy Jqne(s. ,,-;,Xk , 

Not long afterward an Indian can- 
oe took Cnpt. Jimmy to Olympla, 
whero he found his vessel had been 
ordered to Seattle to bo sold for tho 
benefit of sundry creditors. Unknown 
to the inar.shal, Capt. Jones took pas- 
sage from Olympla for Seattlo on the 
Jenny Jones. At Stollacoom ho help- 
ed to fasten the mooring linos o£ the 
vessel while the marshal wont ashore 
to sleep, not relishing his quarters on 
tho boat. 

That night the steamer Jenny 
Jones dls.appeared;, frpm the . custody 
of the United States.^marBhal and was 
heard of agalnVs'^'veral'aajrs,'' later at 
Nanalmo. There'. '^v'jjre no telegraphs 
In those days t'o iinnoy suc'h', as Capt. 
Jones, and he'hIt',upon a bold plan. 
Hero tho govornrnerit officers sought 
him as a fugltlvo; across tho border 
tho officials also sought him, and 
there was but sulTIciont fuel on board 
for a forty-mile run. Moreover there 
was as provisions only one sack of 
ftour, ono pound _ of tea and two of 
sugar. This was' not sufficient toi 
roach Mexico. ' ' >S'pthIiig daunted, 
though, Capt. Jlniinfiy loft the- marshal 
asleep at Stella'co'bWl'and "proceeded to 
Port Ludlow. Tlio ' marshal after 
waking to find th'e''.3"6hny Jones stolon 
from him proceeded tliere by special 
steamer, but failed to catch the run- 
away vessel. Before he- reached Lud- 
low fihc was on her way to Nanalmo, 
with a few cords of wood secured at 
tho Sound port. 

At Nanalmo Capt. Jimmy was re- 
fused coal. Ho could not show money; 
and liad a reputation. Ho managed to 
get a small store of provisions though 
and put to sea. In a quandary he 
cruised along the shoreline until he 
thought of an abandoned coal pile 
near Departure Bay, and there ho 
went. 'With the aid of- Indians and 
tlioir cartoes • Ke gotHwelve "tons of 
coal dust on board, -which had been 
lying on the ehoro for years. Then he 
mado his way to tho northern coast 
to cut cordwood to use with tho co.al 
as fuel, and on his way back he mot 
with a lealdng sloop laden with pro- 
visions. Tlio crow begged to bo taken 
off, .and wero taken, also the pro- 
vLslons. 

Then be for rilexlco, .^.ang Jimmy 
Jo,nes. Ho took tlio rescued cxGvt 
with him to work tho Jonny Jones, 
and with istcam and sail, mostly sail, 
reached San Bias In 25 days. Thoro 
Capt. Jones J>aid -.off the. impressed 
crew, allowing them. J625 for. .tlie pro- 
visions ho had taken this bising paid 
from advance."*, received on a profit- 
able freight for JIazatlan. 

TTntortunato Jiinniy Jones — he was 
never out of trouble. At iJIazatlan 
"illack Dutch" Alliei t, one of the men 
taken from tin- .--loo)), dcnianded $1,000 
— he had learned the story of tho ad- 
ventures of the Jenny .Tones from 
Caiit. .iiiiiiny. Tho United States eon- 
tnil was asked to detain tho steaiiier 
pendlng a settlement of the eliiim. 
However, when tho story was told 
tho ovidcnco was not considered 
Strong enough, ai)d^tho. steamer w-ns 
released. But C'apt. .Jonea lost no 
tlnio In leaving ' Mazatlan. Before he 
got out ot the harbor someone un- 
shipped the rudder and ho was oblig- 
ed to work the steamer back to port. 
There further trouble was caused by 
the crew, and -wlien Cajit. .innos i-e- 
celvcd an offer of 510,000 for the 
steamer he sold her, and returned to 
San Francisco .i piissenger. He was 
arrested on arrival, cliargeil with 
having sli,ii-ii ill.-; v.?:;:;cl from tiie' 
marshal at Steilaeonm. 

'I'hc court found lliat the Jenny 
.Tones had not left tho marshal, but 
that ho left her, (i»)d, CapL Jimmy was

REbOCJEDt FARES ON C. P, R. 

New Three-Cent Rate -Novi/ in Effect'. 
•on" Western Lines 

Winnipeg, May 23. — Tho imsscngcr 
tariff on tiio western lines el' the C. 
P. R., which has beoit in operation 
for many years, lias now witnessed a, 
substunlial reduction and tho now 
three-cent rate, the schedule of which' 
was decided upon .some three iiionths 
ago, la now In effect. As a result, the 
former rate has been reduced in somo 
sections by at least a cent a.mlle. The, 
onforcement of the . new" rate will re- 
duce the fares over all sections of the 
road in .Manitoba, Alberta and Sas-. 
katchewan; westVrai.far as the Rocky 
mountains. In "Manitoba on a great, 
many of the lUios, tho former rate was' 
practically a three-cent rate, so that 
lui branches of the road within tho 
province the reduction will not be felt 
to 'any extent. On all the branch lines 
in Alberta and Saskatchewan the re- 
duction in faro will range from half 
a cent to a cent and a half per mile, • 
making travel considerably clicapor. 

Tho new rate affects in all aliout 
four thousand miles of road. West of 
Calgar.v and Jlacieod the pas.^ongor 
traflic will remain the same for the ■ 
present, as the new schedule calls for 
no change. The commercial rate has 
been affected also, and under present 
arrangements the , travelers now en- 
joy a two and a quarter cent rate 
throughout the territory.
